Any p oll is op en to argum ent, but one of the 
most surp rising comes from Successful Farm ing, 
p ublished in Des Moines.

Their 
officials donned uniform s and sat 
down w ith their erstw hile col­ 
leagues to negotiate contracts. It

firm s, which had no such connec­ 
tions w ith the chairborne infan­ 
try , w ere at a decided disadvan­ 
tage. Recently , I accused the rail­ 
roads of overcharging the gov­ 
ernm ent on m ilitary freight d ur­ 
ing the w ar, and nam ed the men 
who w ere sup p osed to serve as 
the arm y ’s watchdogs in m ak ing 
railroad freight rates. Four of the 
five w ere railroad officials before 
the war. They have since returned 
to their roads at substantial p ro­ 
motions.

President Roosevelt’s p rop osal for 
$25,000 salary lim itation was 
im m ediately junk ed by congress. 
The sm aller w ar p lants corp ora­ 
tion finally shut down, adm itting 
that its effort was only a drop in 
the buck et. 
As a final act of desp air, SWPE 
issued a rep ort which described 
the concentration of w ealth that 
took p lace during World W ar II. 
“During both w orld w ars,” the 
rep ort states, “the im p ortance of 
big business rose sharp ly . War 
contracts w ere issued p redom i­ 
nately to the large concerns.

We need a thorough investiga­ 
tion that w ill show us how we 
can

the whole story of w ar p rofits and 
of w artim e trends tow ard con­ 
centration of w ealth and elim i­ 
nation of com p etition.
